There 
is a key in the R. T. O's office and 
the M. P. shows the men where to 
sleep then calls Douval in the morn- 
ing to start breakfast. So you see 
two people to run all that have lit- 
tle time for letters. I get to be any- 
time from 10.30 to i.00. You will get 
a letter from a boy who stayed with 
us 24 hours last week. He was en- 
chanted and wanted to write you 
when I told him about the Fund. 


Often we have men over night from 


every branch of the service. I found 
the place full this morning, they came 
in by every train and were a joyful 
lot to find shelter from the pouring 
rain. In the big dormitory the sol- 
diers were rolled up like cocoons in 
their blankets and all had to be stir- 
red out for breakfast. I think I can 
fry eggs in my sleep now. 


The rnen always help whenever 


possible. Two 
officers 
helped get 


breakfast but could not stay for the 
grand finale. They like to do it; it 
seems home-like. 


Every day now I have R. R. men

are regular convoy men who go to 
the port on the train, get the trucks, 
motor cycles, etc.. and deliver them 
anywhere at the front. All are regu- 
lation army color and have no signs 
on them after leaving port. All are 
demounted for transportation and 
assembled at the ports here, railroad 
engines as well. So no boy coming 
through Gettysburg drives a truck 
through here. Many of the convoy 
men are western. We see the same 
officers and men about once a month. 
The convoys pass almost every day 
but not all stop as they pass at all 
hours. They go as far as they can 
bv daylight. Our last train 35 big 
trucks^ parked around the buildings 
at 10-30 P. M. Four thousand troops 
went through last week. Every day 
men come to the camp here and oth- 
ers leave, so there is a lot of move- 
ment. Now we will have an artillery 
and aviation camp and from two 
thousand we will jump to twenty- 
four and the lid is on preparatory to 
that- We are out of bounds, no per- 
missions allowed for here. All in post 
at 9, no liquor sold to an American. 
etc. Our army must do just as the 
British has to.—close down hard on 
restrictions. 
But Frances, you can 


be proud of Buddy at the front. His 
moral is splendid, not one wants to 
leave and all have a great admiration 
for the funny, dirty Poilu, It's only 
there they really know what a mag- 
nificent soldier he is. One officer is 
a 12 year regular who began in 1898 
in Cuba, later re-enlisted and saw 
service in the Philippines and China 
told me. "When I saw the French 
troops in the big attack my heart 
came right out in admiration, why 
thcy arc glorious, they can't be 
beaten, the spirit and the bravery of 
those men after almost four years, 
Thev arc an inspiration to every 
American. People at home have no 
conception of the greatness of the 
French soldier. WTc have our work 
cut out to stand by him." That of- 
ficer voicrd the sentiment of our men 
who arc fighting side by side with the 
Franch.

Ger- 
many has won a lot of soil but torn, 
its soul into rags, fihhy rags at that, 
in order to do it. 


There is not room for two conflict- 


ing principles. 
Lincoln went straight 


to the heart of the matter when he 
said the nation could not live half 
slave and half free: when he reach- 
ed back into the old literature and 
drew out the everlasting picture of 
the house divided against itself. 
It 


was so then and here, it is so now 
and over there. 


"The Tirorld cannot live half Hun 


and half Christian, half barbarous 
and half civilized, half savage and 
half human, half pirate and half gen- 
tleman. That is why the memory of 
all our fathers cries out to us today 
to see it through at any cost, to make 
no degrading compromise, no surren- 
der of principle over there. 
There 


falsehood, made bargain with lust, 
bowed down to evil and sold its soul 
to the Prince of this world. No mat- 
ter about its man power, its man- 
hood is so soiled and stained that to 
the end of time it will look black and 
ugly. 


"Now thank we all our God that 


when manhood was here put to the 
test it did not break. 
Man power 


met man power and man power won. 
but American manhood did not fail 
nor fall on these hills. 
Here the 


north gained its world bnt did not 
lose its soul. Here the South lost its 
world but did not lose its soul. And 
out of the unlost soul of North and 
South, the manhood that here met 
and was not broken either by defeat 
or victory, the new soul and manhood 
of one America are being made for a 
new world of democracy and honor.

Telling Things About Lincoln Way. 


?2i:l Littlefieid. general secretary- 


arid F. R. Stevens, agricultural direc- 
tor of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce, have made a report of a sur- 
vey of the Lincoln Highway, saying: 


"The Lincoln Highway, inspected 


recently by officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Chamber of Commerce, 
from Gettysburg to Bedtord. is in 
•Door condition in many places, and 
in need of immediate ".-attention to 
prevent rapid deterioration. 


"The road west of Gettysburg has 


a deep rut in the center. West of 
Chambersburg thc old concrete cen- 
ter is in bad shape. Ruts in places 
extend continuously for hundreds of 
feet. The road here is not well main- 
tained. 
"\\*c*t of St. Thomas the holes look 


like miniature shell craters. West of 
Fort London and over the mountain 
ridges of stones are working up. thc

After nearly all the colonies had 


obtained a certain measure of self- 
government they were not content. 
They kept on increasing their power, 
especially in financial matters. Soon 
they had practically all control of 
finance and even elected a Treasurer. 
More emphasis was placed on per- 
sonal liberty and a greater safety for 
a free press was obtained than Eng- 
land at that time had- The people of 
the New England colonies began to 
establish schools and in Massachu- 
setts a school system was establish- 
ed somewhat resembling our present 
system. This awakening to the im- 
portance of education and the desire 
for more learning was an important 
step toward greater democracy. 


This struggle for more liberty oc- 


cupied the period up to the Revolu- 
tionary War which resulted in /the 
creation of the truest republic of that 
time. 
The Inter-colonial wars had 


paved the way for the Revolution by 
removing the need of English protec- 
tion. Another underlying cause was 
the social unrest in the colonies 
which was largely due to the demo- 
cratic forces working in the west 
After independence was gained the
